2.  APPROVAL  OF  THE  MINUTES : 

The  May  13,  1999  meeting  minutes  were  approved  at  this  meeting  with  five  minor  corrections 

3.  CHAIR7  S  STATEMENT 

The  Chair  welcomed  the  newly  appointed  Commissioners,  Dr  Tom  Mills  and  Ms.  Elissa 
Eckman.  He  recommended  that  the  commission  defer  the  election  of  a  Vice  Chair  until  the  next 
meeting.  The  Chair  reported  that  the  off-leash  task  force  has  finished  their  work  and  their  final  report 
will  be  submitted  to  Park  and  Rec.  in  July  Supervisor  Brown's  proposal  to  register  professional  dog 
walkers  will  also  be  heard  at  that  time.  Chair  Schulke  stated  that  he  feels  that  any  fee  for  professional 
dog  walkers  should  be  studied  in  depth.  He  applauded  the  SF/SPCA  on  their  Wingding  last  week.

5        SPECIALLY  CALENDARED  MATTERS 

5(a)  PIGEON  FEEDING.  The  Chair  stated  that  he  had  received  12  to  15  phone  calls  regarding 
the  pigeon  article  in  today's  newspaper.  Most  callers  urged  the  commission  to  recommend  more 
restrictive  controls  on  pigeon  feeding  in  S  F.  and  they  cited  the  nuisance  that  they  create.  After 
considerable  discussion  on  the  problems  of  pigeon  feeding  (nuisance,  property  damage,  health  hazard 
etc )  it  was  decided  that  the  pigeon  overpopulation  must  be  addressed.  The  commission  voted  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommending  that  funds  be  made  available  for  birth  control  seed  The 
Chair  will  offer  a  draft  letter  on  this  subject  at  the  next  meeting. 

5(b)  PINIONING  OF  BIRDS  WTNGS  AT  S.F.  ZOO. 
Bob  O'Brien  explained  the  cruelty  of  pinioning  bird's  wings  in  captivity  at  the  S  F  Zoo.  He  also 
mentioned  that  26  birds  were  killed  in  1995  when  the  Zoo  electrified  fences  to  contain  the  birds  He 
stated  that  raccoons  and  foxes  often  enter  the  enclosures  and  kill  birds.  The  Chair  staled  that  the 
pinioning  of  birds  wings  will  be  on  the  agenda  next  month. 

5(c)  SALE  OF  ARMADILLO  MEAT  IN  S.F.  (HEALTH  PROBLEM) 

Commissioner  Gale  reported  that  his  department  was  looking  into  the  sale  of  armadillo  meat  in  SF. 
They  found  two  markets  offering  frozen  armadillo  meat  for  sale  which  was  traced  to  the  Sooner  Co.  of 
Hugo  Okla.  The  FDA  advised  that  the  Sooner  Co.'s  permit  was  limited  to  frogs,  turtles  and  fish. 
Commissioner  Gale  has  written  a  letter  to  the  FDA  requesting  disciplinary  action  against  Sooner  for 
violating  their  permit  He  will  continue  to  monitor  this  situation. 

5(d)  DOG  LICENSE.  The  Chair  stated  that  it  will  soon  be  easier  to  get  a  dog  license  when 
ACC  takes  over  this  service.  This  should  also  increase  the  number  of  licenses  issued.  Dog  license  fees 
are  a  source  of  income  for  ACC.  He  read  a  letter  from  Supervisor  Amos  Brown  on  this  matter.  Comm. 
Friedman  said  that  he  had  been  trying  for  10  years  to  get  the  dog  licensing  moved  from  the  Tax  Dept.  to 
his  department.  He  is  also  working  to  get  the  resources  to  do  this  job. 

NON  CALENDARED  MATTERS 

6(a)  Suzanne  Martin  spoke  regarding  the  sub-committee  to  monitor  animal  testing  at  UCSF 
The  Chair  asked  for  a  volunteer  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  committee,  Comm.  Wilson  volunteered 
The  daughter  of  an  elderly  lady  in  Glen  Park  complained  about  the  number  of  off-leash  dogs  in  Glen 
Park 
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Comm.  Friedman  said  that  they  have  only  9  officers  to  work  the  city,  and  that  Supervisor  Brown  was 
hoping  to  find  a  way  to  hire  more  Animal  Control  Officers  as  more  enforcement  is  needed  in  many  areas 
of  the  city. 

Bob  O'Brien  stated  that  the  SF.  Zoo  will  soon  start  reconstruction  of  Zoo  facilities  under  proposition  C 
passed  by  voters  in  1 997  ($48  million).  He  is  concerned  that  the  funds  will  not  be  spent  as  the  voters 
intended,  to  replace  many  animal  enclosures  with  modern  zoo  habitats  to  provide  better  living  facilities 
for  the  animals.  Considerable  discussion  followed  He  is  urging  the  public  to  get  involved  in  this  issue. 
The  Zoo  Commission  meets  at  5  PM  July  8,  1999.
